September  11,2001 


The  day  was  TuesdaN .  The  date  was  September 
1 1.  Millions  of  Americans  had  just  begun  their  bus_\ 
workdays,  when  the  horrifying  attack  happened.  By  8:48 
a.m.  the  North  Tower  of  the  World's  Trade  Center  was  hit 
by  American  Airlines  flight  1  1.  Eighteen  minutes  laterthe 
South  Tower  v\as  also  hit.  u  hich  was  follow  ed  b\  a  direct 
hit  to  the  Pentagon  and  a  misdirected  crash  into  Pittsburgh. 
America  stood  still.  By  8:00  p.m..  Police  Officer 
volunteers,  using  dogs,  found  four  bodies  in  the 
smoldering,  stories-high,  pile  of  rubble  where  the  towers 
once  stood.  The  real  carnage  had  been  concealed  for  the 
moment  by  the  twisted,  smoked,  ash-choked  carcasses  of 
the  twin  towers,  where  tens  of  thousands  of  people  used 
to  work  on  the  weekdays.  Facing  his  tlrst  major  crisis  in 
office.  President  Bush  vowed  that  the  U.S.  would  hunt 
down  and  punish  the  "faceless  coward"  responsible  for 
these  "eNil.  despicable,  acts  of  terror." 

In  a  matter  of  hours.  America's  sense  of  safety 
had  been  shattered.  Many  frantically  feared  for  their  lives, 
while  others  calmly  accepted  the  hurtful  blow.
